was today granted certain citi- 
zens of Danville by Judge F. W. 
Sims of the Virginia Circuit court 
of appeals in their petition for an 
injunction against the - issuance 
and sale of a half million dollar 
bond issue by the city of Danville. 
• I3oiid of $75,000 was required of 
the petitioners. The case will be 
reviewed by the court, probably 
at the next session, it was said. 


Judge Sims' decision in the 


case read: 


"Apppeal and supersedeas al- 


lowed and awarded. Bond $75.- 
000.'-"

of error came unusually swiftlv since

The Danville bond case crew out 


of a. muncipal bond election on June 
19. 3923 when the half million dol- 
lar issue proposal was submitted to 
the people. The city election officials 
declared the issue carried by a. two 
thirds majority 
and 
proceeded to 


make arrangements for the issuance 
and sale of the bonds. 
It was then that H. C. Ficklcn and 


fourteen others asked 
the 
circuit 


court of th'-s city for an injunction 
claiming that "the city of Danvllie 
and certain of ita officers, agents, and 
•souncilmen were attempting to ie-ue, 
negotiate and sell municipal bonds 
without legal authority for such ac- 
tlon "" It was contended that the vote 
on the bonds did not constitute a 
legal majority of. the voters of the 
citv who owned real estate. The peti- 
tioners prayed of the court that it "en- 
jo'n "and restrain" the city of Dan- 
ville. 
On October $ tli» court heard a 


mot'on by the defendants for she 
dissolution of the temporary injunc- 
tion and on the following day it dis- 
eoived the order in part. Certaip other 
amendments were also allowed. Fur- 
ther amendments were tiled on Octo- 
ber 22 and on October 31 the defend- 
aut» filed a demurrer and. answer. On 
the same day the court entered a d»- 
cre* sustaining the demurrer

ordering the injunction dissolved.

and the values placed on property 
four years ago will, in the main, re- 
main as at present. 
It is probable 


that improvements made to the Riv- 
erside mills will result in a slightly 
increased valuation and the Imperial 
Tobacco Company probably~will have 
an increased assessment, this being 
Cue to material changes and enlarge- 
ments which have been made since 
the last general assessment. 


Mr. Temple is of the belief that the 


present method of asSe&sing proper- 
ty is~ wrong. 
He believes that all 


propertv should 
be assessed at 
its 


proper value ajid the tax rate reduced 
instead of the assessors estimating 
propertv values considerablv 
below 


their "fair market value" as is requir- 
ed by law-. 
To assess each pie.ce of 


property at approximately the price 
the pro'pertv would-bring at auction 
would make the tax burden so unusu- 
ally heavy that assessors severally in 
the State'pare down their valuations. 


It is understood that there is '-no
